To comb ine silver and crystal in 
single pieces has long b een the desire 
of the woman who likes exqu isite and 
costly appointments 
for 
her 
tab le, 
b u t the idea has never b efore b een 
a really practical one for anything 
except epergnes. 
This season, how­ 
ever, the comb ination has b een effect­ 
ed and it is possib le now to su pply 
one’s china and glass 
closet 
with 
whole sets of the most b eau tifu l crys­ 
tal mou nted on silver. 
The champagne glasses are par­ 
ticu larly dainty and attractive. 
They 
have a rock crystal b owi 
showing 
some effective design of flowers or 
vines which can b e adju sted into a 
silver stem and b ase. 
This stem is 
wrou ght of the metal and is so pat­ 
terned that at the top, w’here it joins 
the crystal, there is a spring shaped 
like a half opened flower, into the 
heart of which the short crystal stem 
slips, w'hile the leaves of the flow’cr- 
like spring close u p arou nd the glass. 
The glass stem is qu ite short, not 
over half an inch or an inch. 
In the 
smaller glasses it is ju st long enou gh 
to allow the silver ciasp to slip u p and 
fit close to the b owl of the tu mb ler or 
wine glass. 
There is no difficu lty w’hatever in 
washing these glasses. 
All one has 
to do is to loosen the crystal part and 
clean that, and when the silver needs 
ru b b ing u p or polishing it is separated 
from the crystal. 
The silver stems 
are hand work of the most expensive 
kind. 
They are daintily 
emb ossed, 
carved or engraved, and u su ally they 
hawe the fashionab le gray tint that 
so mu ch of the new' tab le silver shows. 
Silver and crystal fare comes in all 
the wine sizes, liqu eu rs, some with 
short stems and others with very tall, 
slender ones, in grape fru it and sher- 
b ert glasses. Separate dishes for com­ 
potes, jellies and nu ts are treated 
in the same way, comb ining silver and 
cu t crystal. 
There is also a fad .”or 
lemon dishes and sau ce dishes of crys­ 
tal and silver. 
These have the b owl 
part made of glass and then there are 
pierced silver rims that su ggest the 
style of silver in vogu e ab ou t a cen­ 
tu ry ago. 
The rims are easily remov­ 
ed for cleaning pu rposes. They afford 
a certain protection to the edge of the 
dish and give it a handsome finish. 
The sau ce dishes intended 
to 
hold 
mayonnaise or creams are made on 
the same pattern, only 
the 
crystal 
part is very mu ch deeper. 
The re­ 
movab le rim is also correspondingly 
heavy. 
Pierced silver is very fashion­ 
ab le at present, and among the novel-* 
ties in this work are large and ex­ 
qu isitely wrou ght sandwich plates and 
cake dishes. 
In solid silver these are 
costly, on accou nt of the delicacy of 
the work on them.

In all cou ntries where Bu ddhist wor­ 
ship is celeb rated there is a great 
consu mption of “joss sticks.’’ These 
ceremonial candles are lighted on oc­ 
casions 
of 
festivity 
or 
mou rning, 
prayer or thanksgiving to divinities, 
and the like. Joss sticks are at once 
candles and incense, since like the 
latter, they b u rn withou t apparent 
flame. Their preparation is shrou ded 
in some mystery and the process is 
still practically u nknown, those who 
carry it on b eing chosen from a spe­ 
cial class and kept in rigorou s seclu ­ 
sion. 
A squ ared strip of b amb oo, of vary­ 
ing length and thickness, according 
to the size of joss stick that is to b e 
made, is skillfu lly rolled on an in­ 
clined su rface, in a mixtu re of odorif­ 
erou s powders agglu tinated b y resin, 
made viscou s b y slight elevation of 
temperatu re. One of the ends is left as 
it is, to serve as a handle. 
In some 
cases the b amb oo is replaced with a 
flexib le rod which enab les the joss 
stick to b e rolled in spiral form. 
The composition of the odoriferou s 
powders varies 
with 
the 
cou ntry; 
those u sed in Indo-China come gener­ 
ally from the province of Canton and 
inclu de 14 different 
dru gs, 
among 
which may b e named camphor, sandal­ 
wood, aconite and clove. Aconite plays 
the part of a preservative and protects 
the Joss sticks well against the at­ 
tacks of rats and mice.

If congress at the coming session 
prohibits tlie manufacturo and sale 
of alcbolic beverages In the District 
ot Columbia, as now seems probable. 
President Roosevelt will be 
in 
an 
embarrassing position, says a Wash­ 
ington dispatch. 
For tactical reasons 
the 
prohibí 
tionists will tack their hill to an ap­ 
propriation measure, ho as to assure 
Its passage. When such an approi)ria- 
lion hill comes before the president 
he will have to decide, first, wheth­ 
er he can afford to jeopardize the 
interests of the branch of the gov­ 
ernment for which the apjiropriation 
is proposed hy vetoing the whole bill 
in order to get rid of the objection­ 
able clause. 
If he decides he cannot afford to 
nterpose a veto he will have to de­ 
cide whether he shall obey it and 
iirnish no wine to guests at the 
White House. 
There is no i)ower 
on earth that can compel the presi- 
rent to observe any law. 
As all writs in the District of Co- 
ninbia run in his name, it is obvi­ 
ous that he would not arrest himself 
for disregarding a law. 
That he had 
disregarded it would be notice to all 
pjeace officers that he liad decided 
not to enforce it against himself. 
The president is not 
.subject 
to 
arrest, so all criminal laws, so far 
as he is concerned, are a nullity, if 
lie so wills- it. 
The house of repre­ 
sentatives alone can call him to ac­ 
count for a disregard of any of them. 
Even if he were imiieached, he could 
not be made amendable to the penal­ 
ties prescribed in the violated stat­ 
ute because he could pardon himself 
1 efore the 
impeachment 
could 
he 
sustained, and the iiardon would be 
legal. 
All presidents of the United States 
have set wine before their guests. 
President Hayes and his family were 
total abstainers, and, as a rule, thei’e 
was none on the White House table 
while they were there. 
But he made 
rn exceijtion to this rule. 
That was 
while the Russian Grand Duke Alexis 
was the guest of the government. 
President Hayes was not the only 
total abstainer who has lived in the 
White 
House. 
President 
Lincoln 
neither drank, smoked nor chew'ed. 
But 
at 
all 
his formal dinners the 
customary amount of 
varieties 
of 
wine were set before 
the 
guests. 
Presidents Harrison 
and 
McKinley 
wore exceedingly 
abstemious 
men. 
Garfield was not long enough in the 
White House to establish any sort 
of reputation as an entertainer. 
Except when Hayes and McKinley 
came into office tliere never was any 
question as to whether wine should 
be used at formal dinners. 
McKin­ 
ley, although a member of the Meth­ 
odist church, decided that the cus­ 
tom of serving wines and liquors to 
the guests was not to be disregarded. 
Although he never made a public an­ 
nouncement of his position, he took 
the ground that Methodist discipline 
lules affected him merely as an indi­ 
vidual, not as president of the Unit­ 
ed States, who, as such, would have 
to entertain persons who would re­ 
gard it as slight, if not an affront, 
to depart from the rule of good so­ 
ciety that drink shall be offered to 
guests. 
McKinley held that the of­ 
fense against hospitality would be in 


1 ot permitting the guest to decide 
wffiether 
he 
should or should not 
drink. 
As the question of indulgence or 
abstinence was not discussed in the 
roiith until long after the civil war. 
the question of liquor in the White 
House had no place among topics for 
aiscussion until after the end of tlie 
south’s control of the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
In the ‘‘good old days,” 
every president had a supply of li­ 
quor 
at 
his 
elbow 
wherewith 
to 
pledge the health of a guest, and, in 
many eases, the casual caller. 
Jolly old “Jimmy” 
Buchanan, 
al­ 
though always arrayed like a preach- 
rel of whisky which w*as made dur- 
tion to have a drink from his black 
bottle. Old timers say he had a bar­ 
rel of whiskey which was made dur­ 
ing the times of the 
whisky rebel­ 
lion. The guests after being told about 
the age of the liquor, w^as invited to 
help himself, and Buchanan always 
turned his back 
when 
he had as a 
drinking companion a man he knew^ 
was a love»* of four or five fingers.

share with otliei forms of smoking 
the bitte’’ inv ectiv es o f anti-tobacco 


leagues; 
it also has to nieec with 
stout opposition on the part or many 
who are themselv es smokers, 
I^ear.soii’s Weekly. 
Of course, cigar- 
eite smoking is open to abuse equally 
with otht?r modes of “puffing iOu|c- 
co.” 
But the question is, aie there 
reasonable grounds for condemning 
the cigarette, or are the oiijections 
raised agv inst its use dev oid of ’*a- 
tiorial bases? 
In the first place, there is a serious 
allegation 
w’hich 
charges 
cigarette 
smoking with inflicting a specific in­ 
jury on the smoker’s throat. 
The 
accusers urge that “eminent throat 
specialists” hav e denounced the ci­ 
garette as detrimental. 
Now, it is easv to thunder fulmina- 
iioiis against a thing, but extremely 
difficult to demonstrate its positiv e 
i^v il. 
Oil demanding some definite 
proof that cigarette smoking exerts a 
baneful influence on the throat its 
detractors fall back on those so-called 
“eminent opinions,” obliv ious of the 
fact that they apply; with equal force 
(o the pipe and cigar. Moreov er, they 
are merely opinions, after all, how­ 
ev er distinguished the source, and 
quite infinitesimal against thousands 
of others, expressed by the smokers 
Ihemseiv es. 
As a m atter of fact not a throat 
aftection of any kind can justly he 
attriliuted to smoking cigarettes. 
This si element might be taken as 
a challenge, based as it is on an ex­ 
tensiv e experience and supported by 
hundreds of medical smokers. 
Ex­ 
cessiv e 
smoking 
undoubtedly tends 
to parch the mouth and tongue, but 
this is an altogether different inattei. 
Dryness here is due to the quantity 
of tobac'^o consumed, and in no way 
associated with the> mode of its con­ 
sumption. 
Be it known, therefore, to all con­ 
cerned, the assertion 
that 
tb^*oat 
trouble abuses from cigarettes is un 
supported by ev idence, and, conse­ 
quently, 
the 
charge 
must be dis­ 
missed. 
The next charge upon which the 
cigarette has been condemned chaigos 
it with inducing the habit of “swal­ 
lowing.” 
That is to say, some cigar­ 
ette smokers draw the fumes intr the 
chambers of the lungs, thus inhaling 
air and smoke ''ombined. 
The prac­ 
tice is limited, yet it cannot be too 
seriously censured. 
Not only is it distinctly prcjuuicial 
to the air tubes of the lungs, but the 
bad habit has led to much unjust 
condemnation of the innocent cigar­ 
ette. 
Blame has fallen on the article 
itself, instead of on (he wilful misuse 
of it by th e smolier. 
Tobacco 
smoke 
merely 
entering 
the mouth and B’om thence expelled 
is nev er likely to giv e rise to harm. 
But when the smoke is persistently 
inhaled, delicate tissues are kept iu a 
state of constant excitation. 
Hence, 
cigarette smokers w’ho desire to con­ 
tinue their luxury without harm to 
themselv es 
should 
forev er abstain 
from “swallowing.” 
Passing from faulty methods of us­ 
ing the cigarete w’e turn to consider 
some decided adv antages gained by 
the smoker. 
will be easy to i.nde.*- 
stand how, in the act of smoking, the 
air passes through a portion of the 
burning tobacco. 
This 
air, 
raised 
abov e its normal temperature, and in- 
cor])orated with the smoke, impinges 
on the tongue and lining of the mouth. 
Tf. therefore, this heated and com­ 
bined v apor can be reduced in bulk 
a decided adv antage will be secuerJ 
to the smoker. 
Now, the cigarette presents an area 
of fire and ash, W’hich rarely exceeds 
three-eighths of an inch; whereas the 
extent both in pipes and cigars may 
run to anything ov er or under an 
inch. 
Clearly, then, by using cigar­ 
ettes in preference to a pipe, we con­ 
fine within the narrow'eet possible 
limit the amount of heated air and 
smoke which trav els to the mouth. 
And, wiiat is more, since it is more 
from the products of combustion -than 
from nicotine that harm is likely tD 
ensue from smoking, this lessened 
area of burning material, with its 
consequent reduction 
of, combu.stion 
pioducts, renders the cigarette the 
safest smoke of all. 
Much nonsense has 
been 
written 
and talked about the supposed dele­ 
terious effects of cigarette papers. 
Truly, there are a few v arieties of 
paper in use which might i>ossibly

Waslungciln, Nov. 19.—In the I3iad- 
ley murder trial this morning the de­ 
fendant took the witness stand in h.or 
ow'ii behalf and her assump tion of 
that p osition marked the climax of 
the alreavly famous case.

result in the signing of a voluminous 
agreement, the purpose 
of which *s 
to enable Emeijson, Marlow’ & Co. 
to immediately resume business. 
In a general 
way 
the agreement 
presented to the creditors Thursday 
afternoon provided 
for the choosing 
of a committee of directors In whom 
shall be vested the right to conduct 
the business 
as 
they shall see fit 
until all debts against 
the* concern 
are liquidated. 
Small miscellaneous 
and 
country 
claims, according to the arrangement, 
which are said not to exceed $25,000, 
are to be paid in full in cash upon

unalterable 
terms 
that they w^ould not lend their signa­ 
tures to the agreement, several of 
those who had formerly declined to 
accept the proposal appended 
their 
names to the paper. 
Early in the week an expert ac­ 
countant W'as engaged by those per­ 
sons most interested in the plan of 
resumption of business for the bank­ 
rupt company. 
Thursday a partial 
report of his findings was made. 
According to the best 
information 
obtainable at this time, 
the report 
estimated the resources of Emerson, 
Marlow' & Co. at about $.275,000, with 
liabilities in 
the 
neighborhood 
of 
$450.000. In this appraisal the planls 
owned by the concern 
In Missouri 
and Kansas were listed at their full 
value, and while they may have been 
of that value to Emerson, Marlow & 
Co.. there are those w*ho regard this 
feature as being overvalued. 
So far as has been 
learned 
the 
principal objection registered by ob­ 
durate creditors, 
or their attorneys, 
was the length of time stipulated in 
the proposed agreement. 
They are 
said to have stated 
at the / meeting 
that they were in favor of the ac­ 
ceptance of less money in the final 
settlement in a shorter Time, say ope 
year, than to receive a full payment 
in five years. 
During the week The Packer man 
came in direct contact with a feel­ 
ing in favor of a thorough investiga­ 
tion of the lK)oks of the concern, since 
or before the time it became a cor­ 
poration. The question of the actual 
value of the capital stock paid for as 
issued by the corporation in the name 
of the two Emersons 
and 
Marlow, 


has been frequently 
broaelied, 
but 
no aiisw’er has been lortlu^oiuiiig. 
Until the affairs 
of 
the defunct 
company are sifted to the bottom it 
has been proved, beyond doubt, that 
the $200,000 capital stock is rightful­ 
ly in the hands of the three debtors 
several local creditors have declared 
that they will not become a party to 
the protocol presented to 
them at 
the meeting Thursday. 
W hile it has been 
freely admitted 
by legal authority 
that 
the agree­ 
ment as constructed is in its intent 
and on its superficial face very fair 
to both creditors and debtors, it la 
particularly noticeable that the title 
papers of Erherson, Marlow & 
Co. 
are to he put in such shape as to be 
vested in the company. 
After 
the 
declaration of Herbert A. Enier.son in 
a speech before the Butter and Eggs 
board, 
wherein 
he 
stared that 
he 
w'onld, if necessary, throw' in all 
his 
personal property and real estate as 
tangible assets, the omission of this 
clause W'as taken with some surprise 
by those who thought he would do 
so without asking. 
Some think the 
reason personal property was not put 
in is that it w'ill mot be needed. Some 
think it may be needed, however. 
Besides a general discussion of the 
affair, the creditors 
represented

the meeting elected T. A. Somerville 
permanent chairman of the credito'’s* 
committee, with Charles

sists of Mr. Somerville, Charles

ed Droste & Snyder and Fitch. Cor­ 
nell & Co., of New York, 
and Mr. 
Dow'ie represented De W inter & Co.. 
the G. Z. Hawk & Sons Co. and H. 
Josephy & Co. of New York. 
(Here followed a list of the credi­ 
tors, comprising all except those at 
country shipping points, and the very 
small ones elsewhere.— Ed.) 
Perhaps never before in the his­ 
tory of Chicago business failures has 
the peculiar combination 
of secrecy 
and activity toward adjustment been 
so evident as in the failure of Em er­ 
son, Marlow & Co. 
During the three w’eeks of receiv­ 
ership there has been no schedule of 
liabilities filed, nor has the slightest 
hit of information 
concerning 
Uie 
general trend of affairs'been let out 
of the bag, except 
after 
persistent 
methods had been used. 
Heretofore publicity has been giv­ 
en large failures, 
and idle specula­ 
tors and ever present gossippers have 
been set at rest. But not so in this 
case. Rumors, and some of them very 
w'ild, have sped up and 
down 
the 
street, growing in magnitude and ex­ 
aggeration as they went their way. 
W hile many of them have been un­ 
founded, perhaps others have tended 
to destroy what 
confidence was re­ 
posed in Emerson, Marlow & Co. in 
their palmy days of yore. 
No definite time has been set for 
a second meeting of creditors, hut it 
is thought that by the early part of 
next week 
additional 
names 
w'fll 
have been secured, possibly the full 
quota. If strenuous efforts in behalf 
of Emerson, Marlow & Co. count for 
anything, there is no 
question 
but 
that they will resume business within 
P fortnight. But several of the credi 
tors are reported to 
be vigourously 
opposed to the agreement in its pres­ 
ent form. Money is what they are af­ 
ter, not years and fortune and prom­ 
ise. 
^ 
But if the modus vlvendi is accept­ 
ed it is considered likely that the 
concern will take its place 
in the 
trade again, and it 
is 
hoped that 
there w'ill be no further trouble In 
having claims- paid in full. 
The New York creditors all signed 
the Emerson. Marlow' & Co. proposi­ 
tion for a 
settlement 
within 
five 
years, says a New York dispatch of 
the 16th. The plan is to take the Chi­ 
cago concern out of the hands of the 
receiver as soon as possible, and wuth 
this end in view five-year certificates 
W’ill he issued. The business is to be 
conducted by Mr. Emerson under the 
supervision of a committee 
of 
five 
selected by the creditors. 
One of 
the 
creditors ~ told 
The 
Packer man that the 
New Yorkers, 
under an exhaustive examination of 
the books 
of 
Emerson, Marlow & 
Co., had come to the conclusion that 
the money stringency

cause of the failure, and he said he

lieve, already is established. 
The treasury certificates 
or 
notcii 
will have the significance both of a 
$500 bill and of a government bond 
In appearance 
they 
will resemble 
greenback. Their size will be that of 
the ordinary bank note, though they 
will not be so elaborate 
in 
design, 
hence can he quickly printed. 
They 
will be cleaHy marked “ payable to 
bearer,” and w’ill be 
redeemable 
in 
gold. 
The.v will be legal tender nnaer a 
strict interpretation 
of the statute. 
They will, however, have more than 
the legal tender 
value 
because 
of 
their interest bearing character. 
They 
will 
pass 
as 
money 
and 
could be used In 
the 
ordinary ex­ 
change of business, if it were found 
desirable to so use them, though the 
expectation is that they w'ill be held 
by their owners 
until the interest 
date. 
If a note is transferred from 
one holder to another the accrued in­ 
terest can be paid by the buyer. 
The interest of .2 per cent will he 
payable to the holder w'lio presents 
It at the proper time. That is, the 
$50 certific.ile will be worth $51.50 at 
tions for Issue, 
Like 
all 
government 
obligations, 
the certificates 
will be nontaxable. 
In the circular advertising the Pana­ 
ma bonds, the 
fact 
that the bonds 
would not be taxed was specifically 
mentioned, and no reference to taxa­ 
tion W'a s made in the circular adver­ 
tising the certificates. 
A regulation form of bond circular 


W 'a s used in the first instance, but as 
nothing corresponding to the certifi­ 
cates has been issued since the civil 
war, no regular form was available 
at the treasury and a speciiil circular 
had to be drawn. 
Reference to the non-taxable char­ 
acter of the certificates thus came to 
be omitted. 
Secretary Cortelyou gave no furth 
er details of his plans for the sale 
of the certificates 
other 
than to 
point to the provision of the circular 
advertising them, 
which 
says that 
they will be allotted 
in his discr^^- 
tion on the offers addressed to him 
and on the various snbtreasiiries. 
As matters now stand, the entire 
$100,000.000 could be given 
to 
one 
bank or one syndicate. The purpose, 
how’ever, is to bring out money, and 
the secretary will dispose of them to 
the bidders whom he thinks are of­ 
fering hoarded or dead 
money 
for 
them. 
The cessation of hoarding, 
it 
is 
figured, W'ill mean the resumption of 
specie payment, or a return to the 
“ normal business conditions” spoken 
of in the president’s letter to the 
secretary. 
The administration’s hope 
is that the action taken w'ill be the 
impetus that will put things hack to 
just where they were before, with the 
exception of a $1,500.000 increase in 
the public debt. 
A portion of the issue of treasury 
certificates will 
be 
registered and 
hence will have all the attributes of 
a lx>nd. This property of the certifi­ 
cates will be issued in large denomi­ 
nations and will 
he received as se­ 
curity for national 
bank circulation 
and government, deposits in national 
banks. 
It remains ap onen question 
w'hether the treasury will rule tha*” 
the notes will be,considered accepta­ 
ble for reserve purposes. 
Use of the notes for reserves would 
release large sums in other forms of 
money now' held as reserves, and the 
hank could 
be 
making interest on 
such portion of Its reserve as might 
be represented by the certificates. 
The treasury will 
sell 
the entire 
$.50.000,000 of 
Panama 
bonds 
and 
may not issue more than one-half of 
the $100,000,000 of certificates w'hich 
the secretary has been authorized to 
put out. 


It is not as yet officially explained 
whether the 
treasury 
will

cash in payment for the bonds and

ed for them.

Banks will he charged with deposits

Criticism of

decision to issue the bonds and cer­ 
tificates. and the intimation that the 
issue of the certificates or notes un­ 
der the act of 1898 
is 
illegal, 
had 
answer from a high official of the ad­ 
ministration, who said: 


“ At a time when the treasury has 
an available cash balance of $240.- 
000.000, most of W’hich is deposited in 
the national banks, it is decided to 
sell the Panama l)onds 
and to issue 
the short time certificates, 
because 
the welfare 
of 
the people demands 
that the money now with the national 
banks be allowed to remain there. 
“ Section .22 of the act of 1808 is 
considered to be

for the issue of the treasury certifi­ 


cates, because 
the 
entire act has 
Teen repealed witli Hie exception of 
this section, which authories the sec­ 
retary of the treasury in his discre­

JU R Y W AS NOT A B LE TO A G REE

Case Was Submitted at 4 O’clock Sat­ 
urday, and After One and One- 
Hall Hourr: ol Deliberation 
Jury Waa Discharged.

After admitting that he w’as guilty 


of bigamy and after one of his tw’o 


wives had testified 
in 
the 
case to 


that effect, Arthur Hunter Hall, for­ 


mer proprietor of H all’s pool and bil­

who for two days has been on trial 
in the Pettis county criminal court, 
charged with bigamy, will again stand 
trial, the jury of tw'elve men being 
unable to agree on a verdict after a 
deliberation of an hour and one-half.

the defendant. 
Mr. Dow made the 
concluding argument to the jury. 
Shortly after 4

w’ent to the jury, and at 5:20 o’clock 
Judge Hoffman 
was

was impossible to reach

verdict. 
He promptly dismissed the jury and 
remanded the defendant to the cus­ 
tody of th#^ sheriff.

morning the court room 
was filled 
with spectators, many of whom w’cre

out of curiosity. Mrs. Hall No. 1 oc­ 
cupied a chair beside her husband 
on one side of the desk in the court 
room, w’hile opposite 
sat Prosecutor 
Dow' and w'ife No. 2.

But this does not mean 
that leather boots or harness should 
be k ept soak ed with oil or dressing. 
Elbow grease applied in quantity is 
better. 
“All 
dressings 
should 
be applied 
sparingly,” is the sound advice of a 
saddlery concern. 
Black oil should 
always be used on black harness and 
not neatsfoot oil, a s the latter wiJI 
draw out the black dye and leave the 
harness brown. 
The black harness 
fats now on the m ark et mak e excellent 
farm harness dressing. 
They contain 
the “nourishment’’ necessary for k eep­ 
ing the harness in good order. 
But first, all dirt should be washed 
off with luk e w'arm water and ordinary 
soap. 
The black fat should then be 
applied with a cloth, given a short 
time to penetrate the leather and then 
rubbed dry with another cloth. 
Some mak e the mistak e of oiling 
without unbuck ling the harness. 
The 
parts that need nourishment most are 
under the buck les where the metal 
causes hardness and brittleness. 
If 
people would vary the holes of the 
harness occasionally 
it 
would 
last 
much longer. 
An objection to neatsfoot oil is that 
It inclines to wash off the beeswax 
from the stitches, leaving the bare 
thread, which then soon break s.

They are handy about 
loading, handy in turning, as you can 
turn much shorter than can be done 
done with a standard wagon. 
1 have a steel wheel, wood axle and 
coupling. 
This combination mak es a 
wagon that should last for 15 or 20 
years. 
Of course, a low wheel wagon 
is not the thing for heavy hauling on 
bad roads. 
They are intended for 
farm purposes only. 
I would advise anyone on the farm 
to buy a low w*agon 
\ f i t h 
4-inch tires 
and 3^-inch sk ein. 
Mine is a 3^^- 
inch sk ein, but that is too heavy. This 
k ind of wagon will not cut up the 
field. The draft is bound to be heavier 
with a standard wagon.

But the so-called general purpose 
notion has destroyed in not a few men 
(he power to look into this question 
In an economical w’ay, says Hoard’s 
Dairyman.

ery.
